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Gathering Up the Fragments 


Decidedly the most engaging bit of political phe- 


nomena now visible is the beginning Of the effort 
to 


gather up the fragments of the republican party organiza- 
tion, rent asunder by dissension, desertion and defeat, and 
to attempt to amalgamate the whole once more into a 
formidable fighting ''organization. Locally the effort has 
taken shape in the formation Of what is denominated the 
Lincoln Republican club, and under its banner it is hoped 
to woo back into organized line the Fort Wayne republi- 
cans who have become somewhat scattered in the devel- 
opments of the past two years. 


Nationally the effort is taking form in the proposi- 


tion for a meeting of the national committee to pave the

Past ex- 
perience has shown that •wfhen egg pri- 
ces arc low native hens lay tggt no fast 
that the gross income is seldom dianjred 
and that when price* jump 'up the num- 
ber of eggs found in hay mows, goap 
bos nests, fence corners, buggy sheds 
and corn cribs is quickly diminished. At 
least the housewives say so. 


The manner 
of marketing eggs in 


North Arkansas, especially in rural dic- 
tricts, is unique and it is left altogether 
in the hands: of tho farinerVvrifc. She 
own» the fowls body and soul, and her 
huiband has no more to say 
concern- 


ing their breeding and "care than he has 
about tho operation of the Panama, ca- 
nal. 


With the proceed of the egg and chic- 


ken sales, -not to forget the turkey and 
ducks and jgccsc, and the by-products, 
feathers, the wj.fo buys tho calico and 
(finRham dresses for herself and her dau- 
ghters, and also more or less elaborate 
•,silk dresses and-picnic frocks that must 
be obtained along about July 4. 


When "tho woman" comes to town 


»ne brings with her a basket in which 
the eggs are packed, cither in sawdust 
of cotton, and hands them to the mer- 
chant's clerk. No word is passed; the 
clerk silently counts the eggs into the 
opened-faced cases that always ready, 
nnd quietly announces the number of 
dozens. Then lin takes his pencil and 
his sales book and figures how much the

11 o clock -Tuesday nijjht from a severe 
attack of apoplexy.

was fifty years of age and had been in 
ill health for some time.

«KO he suffered an attack of apoplexy 
from which he never fully recovered. 


Coroner E. H. Kruse and Deputy Cur- 


oner .1. K. .MeArdlc were called to Xew 
Haven this morning. J)r. Kruse declares 
that his death was in all probability- 
hastened by constant worrv over a dam- 
age suit against the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company 
in which 
he was the 


plaintiff. About two years ago when a 
Pennsylvania freight train ligurcd in a 
wreck east of the city, a car containing 
oil was hurled from the tracks against 
Jlr. Kahlenberg'sj barn and the struc- 
ture caught fire, burning down both tin- 
harn and residence. Worry over his loss 
and the suit he tiled against the railway 
com puny, it is believed, led to the sec- 
ond attack of apoplexy. 


During the day Tuesday '.Mr. Kahlen- 


bwg appeared to be in his usual health 
and in the evening he attended a social 
gathering at the home of Mrs. Uradt- 
iniller, a neighbor. Returning home with 
his family Jlr. Kaldenberg retired about 
H o'clock. Ten minutes later he start- 
ed to shake in a violent manner and 
lapsed into unconsciousness, dying be- 
fore medical aid could be summoned. 


The deceased had been a resident of 


Allen county practically all his life and 
was widely known. He is survived by 
the widow and several children.

hers of his immediate faily. 
Ue had 


been ill for a 
few months and 
went 


south to escape the rigors of winter and 
in the hope his health would he bene- 
lited. He failed gradually. 


Mr. Deering was born at South Paris, 


Maine, April 25, 1S2U, of a Puritan fain- 
ly which was established in America 
n 1634. His father was a. manufacturer 
of woolens, Mr. Peering early gave up 
.ho study-of medicine to enter a com- 
mercial life. 
After several years in his 


native town as a manufacturer he be- 
came- interested in western lands, of 
which he became a large owner. In 1805 
with Seth -M. Milliken lie formed in 
1'ortland, Maine, the lirm of Deering, 
MiUikcn & Co., which became one of 
Lhe largest dry goods commission houses 
in the country. 


Visiting Chicago in 1870 Mr. Deering 


met E. H. liiimuiun, an old Maine ac- 
ijuuinlance, who was engaged in selling 
ttgriviilturul machinery. 
With him he 


formed the lira of Gammon and Deer- 
ing. 
Nine years later Mr. Deering be- 


came the sole owner of the business. 


In 1879 mid 1880 Hr. Deering nt the 


risk of his fortune put on the market 
a grain hinder invented by •!. K. Ap 
pleby which automatically bound the 
sheaves with twine. This machine lack- 
ed much iu the lirst year of being n 
complete success but today almost all 
of the grain harvested by machinery is 
guttered by it. This process was jeop- 
ardized for a time by the failure to fin" 
a twino adapted to "the usp of the bin- 
der. 
A successful twine finally was 


manufactured from manilla fibre. 


In 1874 the Deering factory was mov 


cd from Piano, 111., to Chicago, where 
fl.OOO operatives arc now employed. Ii 
1002 
the Deering interests were mergcc 


with the International Harvester com 
pany. 


Mr. Deering admitted his two sons-in 


law to partnership and in 1901 he re 
tired from 
active work, 
spending a 


.large part of each year at his winte: 
home.
